The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02 or 1 03 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the 
claimed features as presented in independent claims, which include A semiconductor 
device as recited in claim 23 especially a gate electrode provided with a first region 
including a first group Iv element and a second group Iv element and a second region 
including the first group Iv element and formed on the insulating gate film over and in 
contact with the first region, the first and second regions having an identical 
conductivity type and in independent claim 32 claim in addition to the structure 
described in claim 23 a plurality of IGFETs are recited.
